Genoa Fuly 30. This Morning we receivea the News

killed three or four, and taken among others the Com- 
mandatit Prifoner: But the Sieur Saul! who commanded 
on that Side, being informed of the Affair, immediately 
marched with all the Regulars he could mufter to 
Zuccarello, where the; Enemy had taken up their Quar- 
ters, and attacked them with fuch Bravery and Condu@, 
that after an Engagement,of three Hours, the Picdmon- 
teze, tothe Number of s00 Men and 20 Officers, com- 
manded by the Marquis de Caretto Baleftrino, were o- 
bliged to furrender themfelves Prifoners.——- They are 
conduéting hither, and "tis fauid the Marquis will be fent 
to Fort St. Maria. 
vf pee Aug. 13.On the rsth the Marquis d’Armen- 
tiers, Lieut. Serctal, was detached with twenty Com- 
panies of the Royal Grenadiers, to furprife a Fort fitu- 
‘ated about half a League from Namur; but the Allies 
' being advifed timt enough to reinforce the Garrifon, gave 
the French fuch a warm Reception, that they were o- 
bliged to retire with confiderable Lois. M. dela Mo- 
liere the fame. Day revenged this Mifcarriage ; for his 
Regiment having envelopped an Independent Company 
of Auftrians, and another of the Prince of Waldeck, put 
every one to the Sword, infomuch that not one fingle 
Man efcaped.

The King of Sardinia having found that the Corps 
which had pafled the Po under General Brown, was not 
ftrong enough to diflodge the Enemy from their Pofts on 
the Lambro, he refotved to come in Perfon and reinforce 
him with his own Troops that lay near Placentia. His 
Majeity concerted at the fame Time with the Imperial 
Generals, the new Pofition that the Auftrian Army was 
to take under the Command of General. Botta between 
the Trebbia and-the Rifluto: While on the Route the 
King heard that the important Poft of Madonna’ del 
Monte, above St. Colambano, which was guarded by 
fome Frenchor Spanith Grenadiers, liad been carried by 
eur Men, Onrthe ad inftant his Majefty paffed the Po, 





and the next Day took-up his Quarters at Santa Chriftina. 
All the neceflary Orders were given the 4th forattacking | 
the Enemy, and driving them from Marignano, the Pott. | 
in. whichethey had beft-fortified-themfilves, The ‘fame 
Day the Army arrived at St..Angelo, the Hyffars.and 
Volunteers. having been feng before it; in-otder to begin.

the Attack; butat their Approach the Enemy retired in 
no finall Hafte behind the Lambro. His Majeity’s De- 
fign was.to purfue them; but the Enemy having broke 
downtheir Bridges, and the Water of the River rifing at 
the fame time by opening the Sluices of feveral Canals, 
we were forced to {top till Bridges could be made, and 
in the mean time the Enemy abandon’d Marignano. Our 
Bridges being finifthed the 7th, a large Detachment of 
Horie and Foot pafled over, and quickly fcour’d the 
Banks of the Lambro as far as Borghetto. The News 
of this Paffage having {pread the Alarm at Lodi, the Spa- 
niards immediately abandon’d that’Place, and join’d the 
French between |‘ofpitaletto and Oro. “This Morning 
all the reft of the Army, with the King and the Duke of 
Savoy at the Head of it, pafled the Lambro, in order to 
occupy the Camp marked out between that River and the 
Muzza. Thus the Enemy have fucceeded in their -De- 
fign, which. was to avoid a Battle by all means, ,and are 
now got back to Placentia, where thcy are ftrengthening 
and extending their Intrenchment, and, as ’tis faid, can 
keep us at Bay at leaft two Months, they having Provifi- 
ons enough for that Time. 

Hague, Aug. 18. A Congrefs is now the Subje& of all 
Converfation about Puslick Affairs: Our Letters from 
Paris fay, that tho’ all the Relais are ready for the King’s 
Departure, and that fome of his Equipages are already 
gone, it is yet doubted ther he wiil return tothe Ne- 
therlands this Campaiga. In the meantime it is certain, 
Count Saxe received his Patent of Generaliffimo the r1th 
inftant, and actually keeps his Army in readinef¢ to ftrike 
a Blow if he finds a favourable Opportunity; that is to 
fay, if the Parties at War don’t previoufly agree upon a 
Sufpenfion of Arms.

Though abandoned upon his. new Commiffion by 
the Prince of Conti, and Count Clermont, and though 
the Allied Army is clofe in his Front, he has ventured 
to fend off a.large Detachment crofs the Sambre, which, 
after feveral traverfe Marches, is. thought to have pro- 
ceeded towards Huy, in order to cut otf the Communi-- 
cation by.the Maefe between the Dutch Territories and.
